tion of statement touching what does and 
what does not constitute legal insanity, 
finally confessed that "the facts of each 
particular case must of necessity present 
themselves with endless diversity, and 
with every shade of difference in each 
case." But if it be difficult to define what 
is legal insanity, which is a mere matter 
of human law, how much more difficult is 
it to determine and define what is moral 
insanity ? Dr. Sam Johnson declares that 
"all power of fancy over reason is a de- 
gree of insanity," and Montaigne asserts 
that between genius and madness there is 
but "a half turn of the toe." M. Taine 
concurs in this dictum, and philosophically 
avers that "insanity is not a distinct and 
separate empire ; our ordinary life borders 
upon it, and we cross the frontier in some 
part of our nature." 


It has been the periodic mission of the 


assassin to revive this moot question. One 
day the world stands and shudders with 
an unanimous horrrr, and the next divides 
upon the old issue, — Was he insane ? It is 
oppressively monotonous, in looking back 
over these historical tragedies, to find 
how invariably the modern imitator of 
Brutus comes down to the footlights with 
a pistol in one hand and a plea of insanity 
in the other. 
In American history, so 


far, we have had only two creatures cor- 
responding to what, in the vocabulary of 
Europe, would be called regicides. 
In 


the first case there was no opportunity of- 
fered to the assassin to plead insanity. 
A vast amount of legal lore and medical 
metaphysics was forestalled by the sum- 
mary shooting of Wilkes Booth in the 
barn where he was brought to bay. 


It is, perhaps worthy of note that not 


one of the men who havcof late murdered, 
or attempted to murder, czars or emper- 
ors, have offered the plea of insanity. In 
Great Britain and the United States it 
seems to be the assassin's invariable de- 
fense. 
And in both countries counsel for 


the accused start with the advantage of 
being able to ask the jury, as Mr. Cock- 
bum did in the cases both of Pate and 
McNaughten, — Could they believe that 
any sane man could have committed such 
an act ? 'And that is the question which 
the tragic event that has recently shocked 
and saddened both hemisphores once 
more invests with melancholy importance, 
and presents for decision to an American 
jury. — December Atlantic. 


The transition from mother and daugh- 


ter power to water and steam power is a 
great one, greater by far than many have 
as yet begun to conceive—one that is to 
carry with it a complete revolution of do- 
mestic life and social manners.

The spinning-wheels 
of wool and flax, th.it used to btr«z so fa- 
miliarly in the childish ears of some of 
us, will be heard no more forever ; seen 
no more, in fact, save in the halls of the 
Antiquarian Societies, where the delicate 
daughters will be asking what these 
strange machines are, and*iow they were 
made to go ? The huge, hcwu-timbcr 
looms, that used to occupy a room by 
themselves in the farm-houses, will be 
gone, cut up for cord wood, and their 
heavy thwack, beating up the woof, will 
Be heard no more by the passer-by—not 
even the Antiquarian Halls will find room 
to harbor a specimen. The long strips of 
linen, bleaching on the grass, and tended 
by a sturdy maiden, sprinkling thsm each 
hour from her water-can, under a broiling 
sun—thus to prepare the Sunday linen for 
her brothers and her own wedding outfit 
—will have disappeared, save as they re- 
turn to fill a picture in some novel or bal- 
lad of the old time. 
The tables will be 


spread with some cunning water-power 
Silesia not yet invented, or perchance 
with some meaner fabric from the cotton 
mills. The heavy Sunday coats that grew 
on sheep individually remembered—more 
comfortably carried, in warm weather, on 


multiplication of turnpikes and newspa- 
pers ! Meantime the good •nisewife 
brings out her choice stockof home-grown 
exotics, gathered from 
throe realms, 


doughnuts from the pantry, hickory-nuts 
from the chamber, and the nicest, smooth- 
est apples from the cellar; all which, in- 
cluding, I suppose I must add, the rather 
unpoetic beverage that gave its acid 
smack to the ancient hospitality, are dis- 
cussed as freely, with no fear" of conse- 
quences. 
And then, as the tall clock in 


the corner of the room ticks on majesti- 
cally towards nine, the conversation takes, 
it may be a little more serious turn, and 
it is suggested that a very happy evening 
may fitly he ended with a prater". Where- 
upon the circle breaks up with a reverent 
congratulative look on every face, which 
is itself the truest language of a social 
nature blessed in luim.in fellowship.

It certainly is 
not" the only, or in itself the chief article

that runs through all 


others, and gives a color to the whole 
economy of lifeand character in the times 
of which we speak. 


Thus, if we speak of what, in the polite 


world, is called society, our homespun 
age has just none of it—and perhaps the 
more of society for that reason ; because 
what they had was separate from all the 
polite fictions and showy conventionalities 
of the world. I speak not here of the 
rude and promiscousgatheringsconnecled 
so often with low and vulgar excesses ; the 
military trainings, the huskings, the rais- 
ings, commonly ended with » ......a;,.,, 
nuitcli. These iion. thoir dissipations,and 
perhaps they were about as good as any. 
The apple-paring and quilting frolics you 
may set down, if you will, as the polka- 
dances and masquerades of homespun. If 
they undertook a formal entertainment of 
any kind, it was commonly stiff and quite 
unsuccessful. 
But when some two queens 


of the spindle, specially fond of each 
other, instead of calling back and forth 
with a card-case in their hand, agreed to 
"join works," as it was called, for a week 
or two, in spinning, enlivening their talk 
by the rival buzz of their wheels, and, 
when the two skeins were done, spending 
the rest of the day in such kind of recre- 
ation as pleased them, this to them was 
real society, and, so far, a good type of 
all the society they had. It was the society 
not of the Nominalists, but of the Kea- 
lists; society in or after work ; spontane- 
ously gathered, for the most part, in 
terms of elective affinity—foot excursions 
of young people, or excursions on horse- 
back, after the haying, to the tops of the 
neighboring mountains; boatings on the 
river or the lake, by moonlight, filling the 
wooded shores and the recesses of the 
hills with lively echoes; evening schools 
of sacred music, in which the music is 
not so sacred as preparing to be ; evening 
circles of young persons, falling together, 
as they imagine, by accident, round some 
village queen of song and chasing away 
the time in ballads and glees so much 
faster than they wish, that just such an- 
other accident is like to happen soon;.

he is limber enough to suffer it, in such 
happy mixtures, that both are melted into 
one. 


But most, of all to be remembered are 


those friendly circles, gathered so often 
round the winter's fire—not the stove, 
but the fire, the brightly blazing, hospit- 
able fire. In the early dusk, the home 
circle is drawn more closely and quietly 
round it; but a good neighbor and his 
wife drop in shortly, from over the way, 
and the circle begins to spread. Next, a 
few young folks from the other end of the 
village, entering in brisker mood, find 
as many more chairs set in as wedges in- 
to the periphery to receive them also. 
And then a friendly sleigh-full of old and 
young, that have come down from the hill 
to spend an hour or two, spread the circle 
again, moving it still farther back from 
the fire; and the fire blazes just as much 
higher and more brightly, having a new 
stick added for every guest. There is no 
restraint, certainlyno affectation of style. 
They tell stories, they laugh, they sing.

Cn the adjournment of the Court, trjiug 
(iuitcitii at ^ ashington, on Saturday, the 
prisoner was as usual placed in the van, 
which started for the jail, haying one po- 
liceman as a ijuard seated w ith the driver. 
It was notie i d by ihc driver that a red 
faced man on a sorrel horse followed in 
the rear of the van, but though he was 
w atchcd, not liing was thought of his move- 
ments until it the intersection of East 
\ .ipnoi ana nrst street lie rode abrcst of 
the van and halted as if to turn off. lie 
peered into (he van as it passed, and then 
presented 
\ pistol and fired into it 


through the left side, the bullet grazing 
the top of diiiteau's left arm two inches 
above the elbow, tearing his coat and 
shirtsleeve, indmaking an insignificant 
flesb wound. 
It then struck the oppo- 


slte side of (lie van, and fell on the floor, 
where it was fonnd. 
The assailant then 


dashed in finnl of the van, presenting a 
pistol as he passed by the diivcr, and 
scaring the liorses. lie obtained a start 
of three bloi ks before pursuit was made 
by the van, and being on a fleet horse, 
made his esc ipe into the country. When 
shot at, Ouiteau was greatly alarmed and 
called out fir the arrest of the man in 
order, as h< said, that he might be pun- 
ished as he deserved! Suspicion fell upon 
William Jones, a farmer living two miles 
north of the city, and the mounted police 
were sent to search for him. Instead of 
going horm, however, Jones—for the 
suspicions pioved correct—rode to Blad- 
cnsburg, where he told several people 
w hat he had done. Late in the evening, 
after the country had been scoured in 
every direction, officer Cole met Jones in 
the house of Mr. Lyons on the Bladens- 
burg road, and after somo conversation 
arrested him 
He was locked up in the 


Second Free met Station. lie is said to 
be a man of dissipated 
habits and had 


been drinking to excess. The trial of 
Guiteau was resumed on Monday. On 
Saturday a part of the backbone of the 
murdered 1 'resident was produced in 
Court by Dr. Bliss, and it was examined 
by the jury and Mr. Scoville, G-uitcau's 
counsel and brother-in-law.

THE HOUSEHOLD' 


EOAST TTOKEY.—The secret in having 


a good roast turki 
is to stuff it palatably, 


to baste it often and to cook it long 
enough. 
A small turkey of seven or 


eight pounds slum! I be roasted or baked 
three hours at lea1-'. A very large turkey 
should be cooked -in hour longer. 
After 


the turkey is dt'sscd, season it well, 
sprinkling pepper md salt on the inside; 
stuff it and tio it ,rell in shape ; cither 
lard the top or laj slices of bacon over it: 
wet the skin, and ' prinkle it well with 
pepper, salt and tlour. 
It 
is well to 


allow a turkey to rcmainsome time stuffed 
before cooking. 
Pour a little boiling 


water into the bottom of the dripping- 
pan. 
.)ust before taking it out of the 


oven put on moie melted butter, and 
sprinkle over mor> flour ;. this will make 
the skin moreen-;) and brown. While 
the turkey is cooKing, boil the giblets 
well; chop them fine, and mash the liver. 
When the turkey is done, put it on a hot 
platter. Put the baking pan on the fire, 
diedge in n little Hour, and when cooked 
stir in a little boiling water or stock : 
bt.-ain it, skim 
riff 
every particle of 


fai, add the giblet.;. season with salt and 
pepper. 
If chesnut stuffing is used, add 


botne boiled chestnuts to this gravy. It 
is excellent. 


TfitKi.Y STIT.' ' sci.—Many^reiit cooks 


make extra troubli in preparing a force- 
meat stuffing of vi il, ham, bacon, onions, 
potatoes, or bread crumbs and all sorts o f j 
things. 
Hut the ordinary, old-fashioned 


stuffing for a turki-v is generally liked the 
best. Take the si .ft part of good light 
bread (not the cru^t), and do not wet it 
as is usually done, but rub it dry and fine, 
and work into it a piece of butter the 
Mzeofanegg. 
S-ason with salt, pepper 


and summer savoi v. Add to this a dozen 
or more oysters, whole, and it will be 
very fine. Some good cooks who are 
ruled by taste, and not by books, add to a 
(.tufting like the above large chestnuts 
boiled. The chestnuts are put on a fire 
in a sauce-pan or spider to burst the skins; 
they are then boilrd in very salt water or 
stock, then mix with tU stuffing whole. 
Serve with a chestnut sauce. 


M !NCKI> FOWL. -Take tho remains of 


a cold roast fowl, and cut off all the white 
meat, which mince finely, without any 
skin or bone; but put the bmio and skin 
ititoa stcwpaii) with an onion, a blade of 
IMUCR, and a handlul of sweet hurbs tied 
up. 
Add nearly a pint of water. 
Let it 


stew for an hour, and then strain and 
pour oft" the gravj, putting in u teaspooil- 
i'ul of Worcestershire sauce. Take two- 
hard-boiled eggs, and chop them small. 
iMix them with thr fowl, and salt, pepper, 
and mace, according to taste; put in the 
gravy, also half a f;aspoonful of very 
finely minced lemon-peel, and one t;iblu- 
spoonfnl of lemon-juice, two tablespoon- 
fills of flour, made into a smooth paste 
with a little cold \\aler, and let the whole 
just boil. 
Serve with sippets of toasted 


bread. 
Some persons prefer cayenne to 


common white pepper. 


AI'ouNnPLUM-PuDDixo.—One pound 


suet, one pound currants, one pound 
stoned raisins, eight eggs, half of n grated 
nutmeg, two ounces sliced candied peel, 
one teaspoonful of ground ginger, one- 
half pound bread-crumbs, one-half pound 
Hour, half a pint df milk- 
Chop the suet 


finely ; mix with it the dry ingredients ; 
stir these well toother, and add the well- 
beaten eggs and milk, to moisten with. 
Beat up the mixture well, and should the 
above proportion i>f milk not be found 
sufficient to make it of the proper consis- 
tency, a little inure should i>c added. 
Press the pudding into a mould, tie it in 
a floured cloth, and boil for five hours, or 
rather longer, nml serve with sauce. 


UKAWN.—Take a pig's head and fuel, 


and about one and a-half pounds shin of 
beef; boil together, for about tno hours 
and a-half. Take out of the water, and 
remove all the 
bones; oho,) fine, mix 


nbout a tcaspoonl'ul of white pepper, a 
handful of salt, a little cayenne, and a 
teaspoonful of mixed spice: mix all 
thoroughly together, and put into a mould, 
that has been previously wetted with cold 
water; place something heavy on the top, 
to press it.
